Figured im Atinntia in Trouble. 

For some time past the Universel insu- 
rance company has been in a doubtfal 
financial condition and those interested in 
any way in the arsociation have been 
impatiently watching f r developments. 
For quite a while aiter its birth the 
Universal was a great favorite and received 
« large patronage, and as it was represented 
in Atlanta at one time an interest is natu 
rally feit by those who carried policies in 
the company. 

A history of this life insurance campany 
indicates that ite career was checkered. 
It began an existence just before 
the close of the war and was 
started on a capital of $200,000, all sdpposed 
to have been paid in, and for more than 
ten years did what ostensibly appeared to 
be a solid and a profitable busines, but 
even before 1575 there were murmurs of 
discoatent among stock and policy holders 
which warned the wary that the ¢oncern 
was being run too fast. A crusade was be- 
gue against the company in 1876, but it 
wes not until July 11, 1877, that the actual 
troubleculminated. Sometime before that 
date John F. Smyth, then superintendent 
of insurance for the state of New York, be 
gan an investigation into the affairs of the 
company. This investigation was begun 
with a view of ascertaining the correctness 
of the company’s repor} for 1876, but as it 
progressed it was deemed expedient to ex- 
tend-the examination so a8 to accura‘ely fix 
the stains of the company at that time. 
I'he report wes submitted July 11; 1877, and 
resulted in placing the company for two 
years under i: junction. It showed that 
the Universal life insurance compahy was 
organized February 2, 1865, the primary 
objects of the concern being to charge rates 
beiow those charged by mutual companies, 
with po dividends tothe insured, and to 
issue policies to persons of impaired health 
[In 1871 the company asked their) policy 
holders to agree to an arrangement whereby 
they should have charged against their pol. 
ici€s assum equal to one annual premium 
on condition that on and after the change 
they would participate with the stock 
holders in the company’s profits The 
bait was a tempting one, and a number: 
took it. In March, 1874, when the compa 
ny's surplus as regards policy holders was 
$216,085.27, the Guardian mutual insurance 
company, then tottering, was taken into 
the pool, the Universal agreeing to ré-insure 
SU per cent of its risks, This much was 
set forth by reports based upon official in- 
vestigations, and in addition thereto it was 
made apparent that the Universal was

Asa Matter ef Street Conversation. 
The present inadequacy of Atlanta’s water 
supply was the general theme of conversa- 
tion yesterday throughout the city; in fa: 
the people are now wide- awake, and in 
short time Atlanta will be as freé from 
danger by fire as it is fram a scourge of yel 
low fever, 


While perambulating the town in quest 
of news yesterday, THe CoNnsTITUTION re- 
porters heard many prominent citizens’ 
views upon the subject. 

D. H. Dougherty, the Peachtree’ street 
merchant, said: “If there is any one thing 
that Atlanta needs more than al! else it ig 
a good and sufficient supply of water. The 
fire yesterday demonstrated conciusively 
that our property is at the merry) of the 
flames. Let Us give this matter imtHediate 
attention, Longer delay is perilous and 
Criminal. The present machinery is inade- 
quate, but tt can be replaced and will do 
what is required until we get water from 
the Chattahoochee. That Atlanta will yet 
be supplied with water from that btream 
there can be no doubt. The canal projeci 
is feasible avd will ultimately be actum- 
plished It is the biggest thing fin the 
world for the town, and when it is built, as 
it is bound to be, Atlanta can invest in a 
new water system. Until then repair the 
vid one, but do it at once and at any cost.” 
Mr. Gay, of clothing house fame, said: 
‘Let the town speud any amount of money 
it wants and give us plenty of water. We 
want security for our property and are wil- 
ling to pay for it at any cost.
